All the costs, charges, and expenses ol the Sanitary authority, pre- 
liminary to and of and incidental to receiving and considering the said 
representations, and of and incidental to the preparation and making of

3. After the said several schemes shall have been executed, or at such other Apportionment 
times as the Local Government Board may order, the sanitary 0 1 1 
authority shall make an award declaring how much of the total 
amount of the costs, charges, and expenses incurred as aforesaid is 
chargeable to each of the contributory places specified in the Schedule 
hereto.

5 Whereas representations have been made in pursuance of and in accordance
